O F ARMS AND THE MAN I SING and it is appro¬ 
priate that here, ‘ in choirs and places where they sing ’, 
there should be ‘ liaison ’ in the person of a soldier, 
General Clive, a Director of the R.A.M. and the new President of 
the R.A.M. Club. 

To enumerate the distinguished services of our President during 
nearly forty years in the Army would entangle the present writer 
in a history of foreign relations from which he might with difficulty 
be extricated. 

A Grenadier by tradition, now extended to the fifth generation, 
General Clive had not to wait over-long for active service. The 
Nile Expedition and the South African War provided him with the 
experience, and a little later he was entitled to the magic letters 
‘ P.Y.C.’ (Staff College Graduate) after his name in the Army 
List. Staff appointments followed in due course, and in 1907 
he helped to bring the Officers’Training Corps into being. His 
service during the Great War was almost entirely staff work. He 
was attached to General Joffre’s Headquarters, acting as Liaison 
Officer between him and Sir John French and their respective 
successors, and between the Headquarters Staffs. 

In 1917 he accompanied Lord Milner’s Mission to Russia, an 
account of which is given in Sir Samuel Hoare’s book, The Fourth 
Seal. In the last few months of the War General Clive was head of 
Sir Douglas Haig’s Intelligence Staff, and after the Armistice he 
was appointed Military Governor of Cologne till the ratification of 
peace. After commanding the 1st Brigade at Aldershot he was sent 
to Geneva as British Military Representative on the Armaments 
Commission, and then to Paris as Military Attache and British 
Representative on the Committee of Versailles. The year 1927 saw 
him at the War Office as Director of Personal Services, and he is 
now Military Secretary to the Secretary of State for War. 

For his war services he was awarded the C.B., C.M.G., and 
D.S.O., in addition to the war medals for his different campaigns. 
He received the French Croix de Guerre, and the three grades of 
the Legion of Honour, that of Chevalier from General Joffre, of 
Officier from General Nivelle, and of Commandeur from 
General Petain. Russia honoured him with the Order of St 
Stanislas, and Belgium with the Croix de Guerre and the Order 
of the Crown. It does not fall to the lot of every soldier to have 
to his name an unbroken record of service such as our President 


has, and the wonder is that he has had a moment to spare for the 
art of music to which he is devoted. While in Cologne his great 
interest in music went far to soften asperities and to relieve the 
monotony of routine in the Army of Occupation. 

In any branch of activity those who are engaged in staff work are 
not always in the limelight; the larger ‘ bushel ’ of public endeavour 
has a way of hiding their by no means slender rays. But the Club 
and the Academy are doubly fortunate in having on their‘ nominal 
roll ’ a brilliant officer to whose organizing gifts his long service 
witnesses. 

It is fitting that the Club, by selecting General Clive as President 
for this year, should pay tribute to the Directorate of the Academy. 


The Experiment 

T HIRTY years ago, in October 1900, the first number of 
this Magazine was started ‘ as an experiment ’, and in the 
4 Academy Letter ’ it was recorded that the Elements 
Classes will be ‘ under the conjoint direction of Dr A. J. Greenish 
and Mr John B. McEwen ’. On the same page the election of ‘ Mr ’ 
Henry J. Wood as a Fellow is mentioned, and the award of the 
Goss Scholarship of the Royal College of Organists to Stanley 
Mar chant. 

It is well that members of the Club should^be reminded of these 
happenings. 

The long and uninterrupted sequence of the Magazine has 
justified the experiment. It is sad to reflect that Mr J. Percy Baker, 
its first editor and for many years the Honorary Secretary of the 
Club, has passed away.

To those of the members who are not ashamed to call to mind 
these far-off days in the death-trap of Tenterden Street it will be a 
pleasure to think they were associated with names now time- 
honoured. And those of the present generation may take pride that 
they have the privilege of meeting in the R.A.M. and conversing 
with those whose long and faithful service is still available for their 
encouragement and help. 

It is the fervent wish of the Editorial Committee that the Maga¬ 
zine shall record the activities and performances of all who are in 
touch with the R.A.M. and while modesty may stand in the way, 
a perusal of back numbers of the Magazine will show less hesitancy 
on the part of old students to let their friends know what they 
were doing. Life at the R.A.M. does not end—it only begins. 
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The Study of Chamber Music 

S INCE 1926, the study of ensemble playing by students of 
pianoforte in the Royal Academy of Music has been helped 
and promoted by an arrangement which is probably unique. 
In training players of stringed instruments in this important branch 
of their artistic practice, the study of the String Quartet is of 
supreme importance. The association of strings and pianoforte in 
the form of Trios, Quartets or Quintets introduces into the problem 
an element which considerably complicates the matter. In the hands 
of experienced and competent players the combination of strings 
and pianoforte is effective and attractive, but when the question of 
training is considered, the introduction of a pianist into an ensemble 
of young and inexperienced string players is apt to prove disturb¬ 
ing. From the point of view of the pianist the benefits of ensemble 
playing are considerably discounted if study is commenced in 
company with inexperienced string players. 

Accordingly, some four years ago, the Principal, with the approval 
of the Committee of Management, engaged a String Quartet of 
ex-students all more or less experienced in chamber music 
playing. This Quartet has been employed wholly and solely to take 
part in such pianoforte chamber music works as are prepared by 
the pianoforte students under the guidance of their professors. 
Regularly, every week throughout the term, this class has met 
under the direction of Mr Herbert Withers and has studied an 
immense number of Piano Trios, Quartets, etc., many of which 
have been played at the Fortnightly and Chamber Concerts. 

I t is now proposed to extend the use of this professional Quartet 
0 the performance of students’ compositions. The student who 
writes a String Quartet, or some such work, is at present faced by 
the fact that, before his work can be heard in the Academy it must 
be studied , and performed when studied, by a more or less 
inexperienced combination of his fellow-students. There are two 
disadvantages of this method. First, the composition has often to 
wait for a very long time for what is sometimes an indifferent 
performance, and second, while the players are engaged in the 
study of this particular work their progressive education in cham¬ 
ber music is interrupted and held up. From both these points of 
view the new suggestion will remove difficulties and make for 
efficiency. 
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Violin and Piano Recital by Miss Elsie 
Owen and Miss Dorothy Howell 

On November 22 Miss Elsie Owen and Miss Dorothy Howell gave 
a violin and pianoforte recital in the Duke’s Hall. The programme 
consisted of three British works, which were given for the first 
time. These were: Sonata in G major No. 6, by the Principal, 
Andante and Allegro by Dorothy Howell, and Caprice by William 
Alwyn. Other works were a Sonata in D minor by Joseph Gibbs 
(1699-1788), arranged by Moffat, ‘ Prunella ’ by B. J. Dale, and a 
Siciliano and Gigue by T. Arne, arranged by H. Craxton. 

The Chamber Concert: December 1 

The second chamber concert of the term was given on December 1. 

The works and their executants were chosen from the pro¬ 
grammes of previous Fortnightly Concerts. Distinction was shown 
by Esme Haynes (violin), William Worsley (who sang Schubert’s 
‘ Erlkonig ’), and Ralph Williams, in a Trumpet Concerto by 
O. Bohme. A ‘ Lament ’ for ’cello (MS.), composed by Constance 
Warren, was played by Boris Rickelman. 

Chamber Concert, February 19 

The high standard for chamber music was well maintained in 
Dvorak’s 4 Quartet in F ’, Op. 96, in Ravel’s ‘ Septet ’, and in 
Eugene Goossens’ ‘ Two Sketches ’. 

The violins were Frederick Grinke, Esme Haynes, David Martin, 
Pearl Keiller, and Beatrix Marr; the violas were Gilbert Smith, 
Gwynne Edwards and Eileen Grainger; and the ’cellos, Boris 
Rickelman, Florence Hooten and Eileen McCarthy. Enid Simon 
(harp), George Willoughby (flute), and Reginald Kell (clarinet) 
also took part in the ‘ Septet ’. 

David Taylor gave an admirable performance of the ‘ Introduc¬ 
tion and Rondo Capriccioso, Op. 28 ’, for violin, and the ‘ Sonata 
in F, Op. 167 ’ for clarinet by the same composer was well played 
by Reginald Kell. 

There were three compositions in MS., two songs by Mansel 
Treharne Thomas (who accompanied) sung by Janet Hamilton- 
Smith, three Preludes for pianoforte by Constance Warren and 
played by her, and a movement from a Sonata in C minor for 
pianoforte and ’cello by Margot Wright, who took the pianoforte 
part with Megan Lloyd with the ’cello. 

Avril Wright played Medtner’s ‘ Sonata in C, Op. 11, No. 3 
for pianoforte, Edgar Elmes sang Loewe’s ‘ Der selt’ne Better ’, 
and Mariamne Newman recited a passage from Jane Austen’s Emma, 
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Orchestral Concert, Queen’s Hall, 

- December 5 

The orchestral concert on December 5 was arranged to display the 
ability of the students in various departments of study. The 
orchestra was heard alone in the second and fourth movements of 
Beethoven’s Seventh Symphony. Sir Henry Wood, as is usual on 
occasions like this, obtained a brilliant performance, and it was no 
small feat to subdue the body of ninety-eight strings to a pianissimo 
quasi niente. The works for pianoforte and orchestra were Mozart’s 
Concerto No. 19 in F (K459), the first movement of which was 
played by Alan Richardson; Faure’s Ballade in F, Op. 19 (Margaret 
Chamberlain), and the second and third movements of William 
Walton’s Sinfonia Concertante, in which Margaret Good took the 
difficult pianoforte part. The violinist was Esme Haynes, brilliant 
in the fourth and fifth movements of Lalo’s Symphonie Espagnole , 
and d’Albert’s ’Cello Concerto in C, Op. 20, Andante and Finale 
(Florence Hooton). Wilfred G. Smith played movements of Bach’s 
Suite in G minor for solo flute and strings. Dorothy Stanton sang 
‘ Elsa’s Dream ’ from Lohengrin , and Handel’s ‘ Droop not, young 
lover ’ from Ezio was sung by Henry Cummings. Two ‘ Water¬ 
colours for Orchestra ’ (MSS.), the composition of a student, Ivor 
Walsworth, showed ingenuity in conveying atmosphere.

Her welcome and delightful demonstration 
of her art by associates and pupils were a fitting conclusion to an 
instructive ‘ Review ’ week. Appropriately the week ended with the 
Students’ Dance, with Mrs B. Walton O’Donnell as hostess.

In addition Sir E. Denison Ross, Director of the School 
of Oriental Studies, will discuss ‘ Music Throughout the World 
Professor E. J. Dent will speak of ‘ The Study of Old Music’, and 
Mr Hubert Middleton on ‘ English Songs from the 17th to the 
19th Century ’. 
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‘ Words and Music* 

A N HOUR’S talk is bound to be more suggestive than 
ZA informative. Knowing this, a lecturer shrinks from packing 
-Z JLhis personal and O, most persuasive address into brief 
summary. Yet here is the Editor’s complimentary request; and the 
lecturer, sincerely gratified, will do his best, hoping that his 
thoughts, though reduced in circumstances, will not prove to be 
utter starvelings. Here follows the summary. 

The possibilities of inter-relationship between the Arts depend 
upon conditions which call for our most sharp and sensible dis¬ 
crimination. We are apt complacently to assume common ground, 
or sometimes we allow ourselves to be led into impossibilities by 
‘ high-brows ’ whose leadership depends upon cranky novelty. 
History repeats itself, especially as to minor revolutions. We are 
probably emerging from the chaos in Art that followed the War, 
when people wanted to give youth its triumph, and youth, alas, 
was for the time tired and nervy. Youth is impatient of barriers and 
irked by limitations. Yet there seems to be a clear differentiation 
possible between the essential functions of words and of music. 

Words relate to images of things—notes do not. If some modern 
spirit now cries: ‘ But E major to me is gold and blue, and B flat is 
Dover Pier ’, we say: ‘ Maybe, to you, but not to anybody else. 
And, since Art functions as communication, you are artistically 
void.’ Music has plenty of suggestion of movement or of light and 
shade; programme music lives on this, but not on images of things. 

‘ Moon ’, ‘ ribbons ’, £ icicles ’, ‘ corn ’—images start up at single 
words, but not at notes. Puccini says: ‘ Milk-punch or whiskey ? ’ on 
certain notes; but the notes alone would be unrelated to thirst. 
In one sense, poetry, resting on concrete images, is of the earth 
earthy, while music roams free. (In fact, the minor composer’s 
danger is to become of the water watery.) 

The history of music ‘ married to immortal words ’ should teach 
us not to dogmatise. Text in Schubert or in Brahms is followed 
subtly, is ‘ durchkomponiert ’, whereas Bach and Purcell subjugate 
the words and cut them about, still without loss of artistic fidelity 
to general mood or meaning. Rather than dogmatise we had better 
ask ourselves quite simply whether, when we listen to an ‘ art 
song ’, our ears really receive a fusion of words and music, a new 
and satisfying work of art. 

The poet’s original conception is built upon the fluctuating 
frequencies of the spoken word. The sustained frequencies of 
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music were not contemplated, and some of us can confess per¬ 
sonally that their effect is so powerful as to unsolder the word- 
images from their setting, and fuse them into a tone poem whose 
supremity is remote in form and in tempo from the original 
context. We are glad to know what the words are about; after that 
the significance of the human emotion concerned depends mainly 
upon the music. Schumann thought that music veiled words, and 
he made his setting thin where he wanted particular enunciation. 
There are moments when the words, if detailed or specialised, 
might break in to destroy. In opera of conventional artifice (e.g. y 
Mozart) the audience grants illusion by agreement. In music 
drama, sometimes, one’s only hope of illusion is not to hear the 
words, which are often arid, though the music be passionate. 
Over-enunciation of words may bring about a sudden reversion to 
logical or literary discrimination; then the singing seems fatuous. 
Parry’s ‘ When icicles hang by the wall ’ fatuously follows concrete 
images unknown to music, while the more abstract and general 
winter poem ‘ Blow, blow! ’ by Mr Quilter succeeds. Parry starts 
‘ No longer mourn ’ finely, then enunciates ‘ with vilest worms to 
dwell ’ so clearly as to throw us back on literature, wishing he had 
left Shakespeare alone. 

Any composer trying to squeeze a musical counterpart out of 
each word is merely trafficking in ‘ sensiblerie ’. Rather let him 
seize the text boldly as a whole, making its human emotion his 
own, with generous transformation into musical expression, 
artistically new and paramount. The singer, too, needs this 
imaginative generosity. If there is not a deahof truth in this sup¬ 
planting of literary by musical meaning, then are we not humbugs 
to applaud songs in a language unfamiliar to us? 

If we compare modes of inspiration, music seems more elusive 
than poetry. The poet’s images ‘ give to airy nothing a local 
habitation and a name ’. Music, on the other hand, is not an art of 
representation—hardly then of association. What are the whispers 
that start the composer’s imagination? Is his ‘ isle full of noises, 
sounds and sweet airs ’? What forms ‘ creep by him upon the 
waters ’ of imagination? We surmise that his mind starts a-singing, 
a-catching at sound-imagery, when life strikes him as particularly 
lovely or strange. Then his task is as the poet’s. To borrow an 
Aristotelian notion, he must now disengage his art from his 
material. His lovely moment of life is tangled, clogged with the 
potentialities of half the dictionary or all the key-board. Matter has 
to be solved into form. The first sieve is a power of rigorous selec¬ 
tion only available when love of theme dilates artistic vision beyond 
the normal field of human consciousness. Simplest things in 
Beethoven or in Shakespeare are thus transfigured, while a 
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Mendelssohn or a Longfellow is still clogged by his material. 
Constable indicated this divining selection when he said: ‘ Painting 
is seeing ’. 

To be original is not a matter of seeing new subjects, but of seeing 
with new eyes. Ultra-moderns shield cranky works with tales of 
the stoning of Wagner, borrowing thus a cloak from sentimental 
biography to keep warm their barren fancies, though Mr Ernest 
Newman has slit that cloak from end to end. 4 There is nothing 
new under the sun ’, says Ecclestiastes. It seems likely that thou¬ 
sands of years will find us still interested in old things—life, death, 
the season’s change, love and summer and starry nights. But 
intense wonder on these things dilates the artist mind to a sort of 
clairvoyancy; and then, behold, a mystery! Everything is new under 
the sun. ‘ How does the poet speak to men with power ’, asks 
Carlyle, 4 but by being still more a man than they? ’ It is upon the 
plainest old stuff that blind Milton reaches a summit of clarified 
sadness: 

‘ Thus with the year 
Seasons return; but not to me returns 
Day, or the sweet approach of even or morn, 

Or sight of vernal bloom, or summer’s rose, 

Or flocks, or herds, or human face divine.’ 

[The lecturer here submitted a summary of points so far reached. 
Those concerning young composers included: (i) Don’t take for 
granted a commonalty of medium in words and music, (ii) Fight 
shy of poems knotted with concrete images. Concentrate on 
dominating thought or mood, (iii) Press not for music to each 
verbal image, (iv) Cleverness may help, but vision alone will give 
originality, (v) Shun the strong fashion for sophisticated naivete. 
More points were submitted for singers, for example: (i) Consider 
deeply the composer’s task, (ii) Choose songs with generosity to 
embrace the words boldly, as complete thought-unity, (iii) Be 
distinct, but never spoil music by declamatory fuss. Tedious 
people underline words, but singers must not treat great composers 
with like impertinence, under excuse of temperament. Most of the 
expression in Der Erlkonig is the work of Schubert, yet singers 
will superimpose a quick-change 4 turn ’ in four parts, calling that 
interpretation. The rest of the lecture was a recommendation to 
young musicians to cultivate the art of words.] 

The mere material of words can be imaginatively thrilling. If you 
know 4 window ’ as the extraordinarily primitive 4 wind-eye ’, you 
may play The Flying Dutchman better, make it more elemental to 
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your next audience under the sophisticated windows of Queen’s 
Hall. Musicians need flexibility of language to capture elusive 
musical considerations in word and speech. Above all, poetry holds 
vital wealth for every artist, since it contains man’s concentrated 
experience of life. Great poetry surpasses prose in sinewy economy 
and compactness. Even as the purest, untrammelled music is 
known as 4 absolute music ’, so poetry, too, reaches an 4 absolute ’ 
degree in which meaning cannot be disunited from verbal tune. 
In such poetry imaginative fire has refined the welter of material 
that would have clogged a minor artist, and selective genius has 
brought us to a. region of truth beyond the actualities or facts of 
normal affairs. In this rare atmosphere of lyric truth will be found 
the words that will go most readily to music. For extreme poetic 
audacity C. E. Montague thus praises the little song that ends 
Twelfth Night : 4 It flaunts a divine new clearness of its own.’ 4 It 
has a kind of submerged logic.’ It is in such lyrical forays, beyond 
our normal field of consciousness, that poetry becomes 4 absolute ’. 

Indeed, if we ponder upon the creative fire of words—from man’s 
first stark images to the thrilling and complex powers of mature 
poetry—do not words seem intimately commissioned to bear the 
divine spark? 4 In the beginning was the Word. And the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God.’ If poetry be over-praised in 
this, at least the poets have returned tribute to the purest art, 
Music. From Pythagoras through Plato to Milton comes the notion 
that a harmony so amazing and perfect as that of the starry universe 
could only consist of music. Thus Shakespeare, more genial and 
tender still, says:. I 

4 Sit, Jessica. Look how the floor of heaven 
Is thick inlaid with patines of bright gold: 

There’s not the smallest orb which thou behold’st 
But in his motion like an angel sings, 

Still quiring to the young-eyed cherubins ’. 

The chief glory of both these arts, 4 Sphere-born harmonious 
Sisters, Voice and Verse ’, is that they can rise above the mere 
sketchiness of realism and, defying the dross of circumstance, the 
known imperfections of our actual lives, bring us immediately to 
aspirations of harmonious perfection and justice, to inklings of 
eternal things that teach us 4 we are greater than we know ’. Happy 
is the singer who uses the intimate and living appeal of vocal tone 
to serve Art in this greatest sense.

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Ober-Ammergau 

I T MUST have been early in the New Year of 1930 that it 
became borne in upon me that if I were ever to see the Passion 
Play at Ober-Ammergau, it must be either this year or never. 
In another ten years I should be growing old and unwilling to stir 
from my native shores, or I should be on the eve of retiring and 
have no money—even less than I have now. So, after a few inter¬ 
views with Mr Thos. Cook, an itinerary was mapped out whereby 
I was to leave London at midday on a Thursday and—taking 
Nuremberg en route—reach Ober-Ammergau in time for the 
performance of the Play on Sunday. 

The journey to Nuremberg, except for one small incident, was 
uneventful. The incident occurred at Brussels at 11 p.m. on the 
Thursday night. I had booked a single sleeping compartment, and 
was somewhat surprised, on returning to the sleeping car after 
dinner, to find two beds made up. However, nobody else putting 
in an appearance, at half-past ten I turned in, and was just getting 
comfortably drowsy when the door of my compartment opened 
and a French gentleman put his head round the corner and 
politely suggested that I was in the wrong car. His wife then put 
her head round the door, while the attendant hovered in the back¬ 
ground, and the conversation became general. It is a moot point 
whether their English or my French was the more limited, but 
finally the attendant produced a single compartment a little further 
down the corridor. ‘ II faut payer l’excedant ’, said the attendant. 
‘Pourquoi? ’ I demanded. ‘ Parce que vous etes deuxieme classe.’ 

‘ Mais non, mais non ’, I retorted indignantly, in my best tragedy 
tones; ‘ Moi, je suis premiere classe ’. In the end all was well, and 
next morning, when the French gentleman and I met in the 
corridor, we exchanged ‘ nods and becks and wreathed smiles ’, 
and were extremely polite and friendly. 

Nuremberg was most fascinating and I dreamed the hours away, 
in the hottest of summer weather, sitting on bridges and looking at 
the mediaeval houses with their quaint windows opening on to the 
canal; wandering through narrow streets and market-places; 
visiting the home of Albrecht Diirer; also the workshop of Hans 
Sachs, where one saw his tools, and looked out of the self-same 
window that one sees in Act II of The Master singer s . 

And so to Ober-Ammergau, arriving in the middle of a lazy, hot 
afternoon. I was domiciled in the house of Herod, a kind and 
courteous old man with white hair and beard. Accommodation 
was spotlessly clean, but the bed was so shorthand myself so long, 


that, after tossing and turning for the best part of an hour, I trans¬ 
ferred all the bed-clothes—and myself—to the floor, and slept 
soundly. I rose on the Sunday morning at 5 a.m. to a world of 
beauty—the sunlight, the clean air and blue sky, and the moun¬ 
tains with the Cross crowning the highest peak. The Parish Church 
was filled to overflowing for the High Mass at 6 a.m., the people 
standing so closely jammed together in the aisles that the priests 
had the utmost difficulty in threading their way to the various side 
altars for the Low Masses which were continuously being said all 
the time of High Mass. I am not going to speak of the performance 
of the Play in detail, but I do want to emphasize this: that thronged 
High Mass was the key to the whole spirit of the Play. The Passion 
Play was a great act of devotion and the fulfilment of a vow, and 
unless you realized this in some measure, I think the Play must 
have lost much of its significance. Even the tiny children taking 
part in the Old Testament tableaux seemed to have caught this 
spirit, for never a muscle appeared to move nor an eyelid to flicker, 
however long the exposure of the picture. It was good to see the 
aged Anton Lang, the Christus of 1910 and 1922, now a most 
dignified Prologue. I saw him afterwards in his little shop, and it 
would be difficult to conceive a more spiritually beautiful face. 

The seven-hours’ performance, when I saw it, went without a 
hitch. I think the scenes which most impressed me were the Last 
Supper; the final trial before Pilate, with the shouting and swaying 
crowds; and all the Old Testament tableaux without exception. 
The scene which, on the other hand, just missed its ultimate effect, 
was the Crucifixion. 

The day, which opened in bright sunlight, became cloudy and 
threatening as the hours passed, but the rain held off until about 
9 p.m., when suddenly the storm burst, and in five minutes the 
surrounding mountains were blotted out, and for more than an 
hour the thunder and lightning and the rain held undisputed sway. 

I left Ober-Ammergau early on the Monday morning, travelling 
straight through to London except for six hours in Munich, where 
the wind was so bitterly cold that I fell straightway into a picture 
gallery, and stayed there till it was time to board the train. I 
journeyed from Brussels to London by the Golden Arrow Service 
in order to avoid the longer sea-crossing by Ostend. I suppose it 
sounds dreadfully snobbish, but I thoroughly enjoyed the comfort 
and luxury of the boat and the subsequent boat train. Mercifully 
the sea was calm, so I was able to enjoy my money’s worth, and 
trot all over the boat, upstairs and downstairs, and poke my nose 
into every lounge and bar and cosy corner that I could find. 

And so home, glad to be back in England, quite certainly thank¬ 
ful for an unforgettable experience. Wilton Cole

By the death of Dr Ernest Mathews the Academy has lost a devoted 
friend who in various offices served the institution for over thirty 
years. Those who recognized his familiar figure at York Gate 
scarcely identified him with cricket (Harrow XI, and his Oxford 
Blue in 1868 and 1869), or indeed with his career as an agriculturist, 
by which he won widespread fame. 

In a very different field were his interests in the Academy, which 
extended from the year 1899 to his death last November. As a 
Director, and Vice-President, he had a high sense of duty, and 
in addition served for twenty-five years as one of the representa¬ 
tives of the R.A.M. on the Associated Board of the R.A.M. and 
R.C.M., to the Chair of which he was elected in 1917 on the death 
of Sir William E. Bigge, retiring in 1928. 

His great public services to agriculture were acknowledged when 
the University of Cambridge conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D., and it was fitting that on the occasion of the 
Centenary of the R.A.M. in 1922 he was made a Companion of 
the Royal Victorian Order. 

It is difficult in cold words to express the feelings of those who 
were privileged to meet Dr Mathews in the Academy. The gentle¬ 
ness of his manner and his unfailing courtesy seemed to veil the 
man of action as he essentially was, and though the world knew 
him as a pioneer in a large national industry, those of the Academy 
will cherish his memory as a great lover of music who was devoted 
to the welfare and prosperity of the art and to the Academy in 
which his heart lay.
